TO WORKERS AT ANY POINT WITHIN THE STATE, 


The successful operation of a factory cannot always be confined to 


slated hours. Among the industries of the State, there are those who 
are now operating on 48 hours, all or a part of the time or at least in 
some departments. These will continue on that basis and need no 
legislation.

Others absolutely cannot run on this schedule and pay their help, 


A factory so affected can do one of three things; (1) liquidate and go 
entirely out of business; (2) move to a state where conditions are more 
•favorable, or (3) reduce wages to a figure proportionate to the hourly 
rate. 
.

In industry, what will do for one will not do for another. The law 


does not force its citizens to accept the same religion, political party of 
system of dietetics. 


Labor is a factor in manufacturing costs running' in some nnes of 


industry as high as 80 per cent of the whole. In other lines it is less 
but when an industry in New Hampshire is forced to compete on a. 
schedule of 48 hours with other factories.making the same or similar 
lines of goods operating in states having labor hours running from 54 
to 62, die factory is put entirely out of the running and there is loss to 
the stockholders, the towns-people and the workers alike. While re- 
turns are not yet all in from the industries which would be affected by 
the proposed 48-hoi-r law, these thus far reporting would indicate that 
under such a law with wages reduced to the'48-hour basis, workers in 
the State of New Hampshire would receive $3,650,000 per year 'lew 
than they are now from the same industry tinder the present law. 


This means that the earning power of the" workers for themselves 


and their families will be reduced $3,650,000 annually under a 48-hour 
law. Not only are the workers unfavorably affected but every mer- 
chant, doctor, lawyer, farmer or mechanic depending for a living upon 
the circulation of money in his particular community is also unfavor- 
ably affected. 


The farmer finds his customers have less money to buy milk and 


produce. Churches, charities or other welfare organizations who are 
dependent upon continued employment of their constituents at good 
wages, to carry on their good work, are also seriously affected.

Tax Free Securities. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has advanced a course of 


action which is sure to meet with the approval of the rank and 
file of the American people when he urges that a constitutional 
amendment be submitted to the state legislatures barring the 
further tax exemption of securities by congress. 


During the war there was an excuse for the exemption from 


income and surtaxes of the various government bonds floated 
for the purpose of providing funds with which to carry_on the 
conflict. Tax exemption provided a means of making an 
issue of government bonds especially attractive a:,id their ready 
sale at a"hi?h figure was assured. 


•The coming of peace has changed all this. . There is no 


longer any excuse for permitting the issuance of tax free secur- 
ities 
The exigencies of the war period are over and the only- 


effect of'issuing tax exempt securities now is to encourage tax 
'dcdoin^' By means of tax exempt securities a, man of wealth 
is able to so invest his money-that he is untouched by the gov- 
ernment taxing machinery, while a less fortunate individual, 
working on a salary, is obliged to pay to the federal treasury a 
stated portion of his income.

Cur forests. 


"As a background to this broad in- 


quiry," Colonel 
Greeley continues, 


-"forest service investigators have' re- 
cently completed a unique ano ex- 
jiaustive compilation of the forest re- 
sources of the; world. 
One startling 


revelation Is that so far as our great 
structural and all purpose woods-r-the 
softwoods—are concerned, \ve must 
become self-sufficient or go without. 
Siberia has great forested areas, yet 
If all the Siberian timber were at the 
undisputed call of the United States 
the quantity 
available 
for annual 


export would hardly amount to one- 
fourth of our demands. Further, 
a 


great paft of the forests of Siberia lie 
.within the interior of the continent 


. und never will be available. 
There is 


an immense reservoir of hardwoods in 
the tropics, -which can be used for 
limited and special purposes and se- 
cured at mahogany prices.
